THR CoLONY'S FOOD SUPPLY. 

The following letter was dddreseed to the 
Colonial Secretary by tho Acting Health 
Officer, and hud beea circulated :—

conditions vf which are uusatisfactory, lp ap- 
pears from reports hy the Coloviat Veterinary 
Burgeon (3:4 August, 1894, 21st Augast, 
1894, 10th September, 1894) that a conatder- 
able amount of meat is imported into the 
colony which fiads its way into the markets, 
where il is exposed for salu without previous 
juapection, When we consider the cara 
which is taken in the inspection of live 


_ cattle previnus to slaughter, and the magni- 


ficent ryatem of depots, slaughter ‘houaes, 
and markets whic have recently been 
inaugurated for the protection of the publio 
from an inferior or diseased meat supply, it, 
certainly arems anomalous that this other 
and undesirable system should be allowed to 
eoutinue, There are threes by-laws under 
Ordinance 17 of 1887 which deul with this 
matter, viz., 14; 13, and 16, all of which 
scom never to have been entorocd, and it 
does not seem possible to enforces them as 
Jong as meat is allowed to be landed at any 
apot on the island considered convenient by 
the importers, for the Inepectors cannot be 
watching every Janding place for the arrival 
of oafoasca, or be perpetually preasnt at the 
markets to receive thase wh» wish to declare 
the place from which their meat was im- 
ported, and lam led to helieve that no 
means exiat of differentiating carcasea which 
have come from the Guverument slaughter 
houses from those which have been import- 
ad from the mainlaod, oa the cattle are! 
merely branded ne fit for slaughter, and no 
Taarie ie put un the meat previous to its des. 
patch to the markets. Another matter 
which requires to be dealt with, is tho dis- 
posal of cattle rejected by the. Tospectur as 
unfit for slaughter. A atrong suspicicn 
existe that many of them are aimply ra- 
muved a short distance, slaughtered, and 
brought to the markets, The obvious rems- 
dy for these defecta ts to prohibit the in- 


.- troduction into the merkets of any meat 


which dues not bear the qualifying mark of 
an Inapector, as provided fur in by-law 14, 
but the enforcement of this would necessi- 
tate the landing of all msat-at-a given pier at 
fixed hours, or its detention at seme inspec. 

The most effeotual system, 
however, would be the prohibition of import- 
ation of meat from Kwangtuog provinces, 
whence I understond nearly tha whole 
amount ie imported, to continua the brand.

OUR FRENOH FRIENDS. 

The Extréme Orient writoseof the Kial 
festivities in a spiteful; vengeful strain 
which is most onseemly ; indeed it is quite 
pitiable to wee a great nation—for France 
with all hee faults is a great and noble 
nation—descending to such depths of 
childish petulance jast because ita great 
onemy haa nchioved a gruit triumph. Wo 
have reczived a friendly remonstrance fr _m 
one of our French resdera, fur whom we 
have a sincere esteem; he proteats that 
when we said ‘uignity is evidently not a 
Frouch chatsetoristic! it was noedlessly 
and unjustly offensivs. We have no 
desire to offend avr Freach friends, and +e 
should ba very surry to say anything 
anjast. But this disposition evinced by 
the French pspora towards the Kel 
festivities does call for severo causure, and 
howover highly we respect thom in othor 
matters, we hiv: it thia matter no feeling 
but contempt fur such a display of paltry 
spleen, ven if Germany is still to be 
regurded as ths fue of Branco, there it in 
France as in England a rule of honour, 
that praiso should ba given where praiso is 
due; and it is due im regard to the great 
work of the Kiet canal as an onginooriag 
triumph, be i peaceful or warlike, France 
recognised so much in sending ships to 
taks part iu tho inaugural ceremony; buat 
in doing so she showed a drplorably un- 
gracious apirit of surly, impotent jealousy 
that the newspapora hava magnified. That 
is the. reasyn for our criticisms; it is not 
that we have any feeling of hostility ‘te 
France at all If we make fun of our 
neighbours sometimes, it is nothing serious;

The ecien ist of to-dsy points to occult arta 
of treathiug, by which wa absorb from the 
oxggen itself, sa tho beo-sips from. the 
honey of the fl.wor withow: damaging it 
the very aap of life, and ere maintained in 
perpetual greenness, :

Enlistment Act. The question was whe 
ther they were entitled, under the elroum- 
stanoca, to refuse to continue the voyage, 
aud tu claim wages: daring the time they 
had actually served, and damages for the 
breaeh of contract by the Defendanta, Tas 
County-court Judge beld that the captals 
was the agent of the Defendants, and that 
he, aoting as their sgent, had broken tha

THE ‘BOBBY' OF THE EAST. 

Tho Saigon oorrespondent of the Siam 
Free Press writea as follows:— ~ 7 

It ia beyond tha scope of these hastily 
written srusilen to disoueg at. any length the 
municipal arrangements of Saigon, dr to 
pat Bangkok to greater-ahame by contrast- 
ing ita nakedness of administration with 
the exoellence oF civil affairs hero, It may, 
however, be observed in pasding that 
Saigon ig the antipodes of -Bangkok in 
everything that goes to make a city halit- 
abla. Ono capital shows the effecta of 
discontented and migarable attempt to ape 
and grimace outwardly after tho European, 
Here at Saigon, as at Singapore, Colombo 
and Hongkong, the rasl progress ia ab~ 
servable, dorable, solid, manifest, refresh 
ing, artistic and civilising, Take tha 
Saigon policamaa for instance as a sample 
of the powor of the Earopsan in theso 
countries, The Cambodian ie not cao 
whit a better man, physically or morally, 
than the Siamese. Indeed, of'tho two the 
Siamese shows to bottor advantage. Yet 
mark the two men in the same kind of 
government employ. The Siamese police- 
tan, poor wreteh, wo all know too 
well, with his grotesque blue uniform 


{ whieh changes colour with overy month, 


We all know the manner in which he 
ia rooruited, how ho is paid, how ho 
is fed, and we also know, unfortunately 
for many of us, how tho poor wretch often 
passes hia nights. There is no nocd to 
dwoll too strongly upon the grotesque 
figara and curious little ways of the Siamese 
policeman and his superior. Torn now 
to his Cambodian type, and the differonas 
from all poiuts of view is as remarkable ia 
this departmant as in all others, The 
Oambodinn is as qnick and alert in hig 
movements ag the Siamese is slow and 
clamay. The Camdodian is woll dreasad 
and suitably uniformed to the climate. 
With well polished shoes ho contintes with 
white pantalons, dark blae tnaic faced with 
red, sword bayonet at belt, and wide 
circular sun-hat covered with white. He 
is certainly a clean and agreeable sight, 
and, ag can be tearned, porforms his duties 
very fairly, The officera of this force are 
Eoropenns, and hore it is porhaps well to 
note 4 contrast entirely in favour of Siem, 
While the French whtte polica officers of 
all grades are clothed in plain white sad 
blue tunics with the ordinary helmet or 
kepi, the gorgeous habilementa of Siamese 
inapectors, with their nodding plumes, gold 
and silver slashed uviforms and dangling, 
sabres, is a point worth recording in favour 
of Siam. If-fine feathera make fino birda 
thon certainly the Sismase sre easily 
superior to the French of all grades. :
